2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has placed 
the IR power density of 2.5-12.0 kW/m 2 in all the independent claims, and the primary reference, 
"Specifications for Heat Flash OFF..." applied in previous actions, employs a range that starts at a 
significantly higher value (15 Watts/in 2 = 20 kW/m 2 ), as discussed in applicant's remarks. None of the 
secondary references, nor prior art reviewed in the update provide any teachings to suggest use of this 
lower range of values. Nguyen et al (2005/01 12286 Al; [0047]), which is not prior art, has a multilayer 
coating system that may employ 10 kW/m 2 to 15 MW/m 2 so slightly over laps, but is overall enploying a 
different curing regime that requires moisture as well as thermal & is lacking in claimed process steps.
